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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is longer than 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608,0 1(b). 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because the reference numerals are of irregular line weight.
